The specifications give you the gener- 


al dimensions of the dock,

substantially tho same as tliose of the 
dock now being constructed at the Bos- 
ton navy yard, though it will be some- 
what wider on top and the interior ar 
rangement is, in my opinion, a con- 
siderable improvement 
upon tliat at 


Boston. 
The sides have au easy slope 


and the altars an easy lise. 


The dock is to be equipped m the 


very best manner; in fact, 1 do nut 
kuow of any, which will be m its ap- 
pointments, equal to this. All tho met- 
al work connected with the bilge blocks, 
being the racks, pawls, fastenings, 
chains, blocks, etc., will be of com- 
position metal. While the dock is con- 
structed with altars or steps upon tbe 
sides, many of these are so high, that tbe 
construction does not afford in itself a 
stairway from top to bottom, and stairs 
are introducsd at convenient intervals 
along the sides of tho dock. These,also, 
are made of composition, as well as tho 
Hniber elide frames. 
This metal is 


adopted because it is not subject to 
corrosion and failure, and being fiee 
from rust, does not slain and discolor 
the masonry, which will be a very hand- 
so m» piece of work. 


The caisson, or gate, at the entrance 


of the dock is to be of steel of the best 
construction and well equipped with 
pumping apparatus for exhausting wa- 
ter when it is uplifted, and with steam 
capstans for handling it.

Concord Man Wants State to Give 


Abandoned Farms to Westerners. 
Joseph D. Kolfe, a native of Concord, 


lias written to Governor Rollins from 
Los Angplrs, California, an interesting 
letter in which ho outlines a rscheme to 
have the abandoned farms ia Now Hamp- 
shire agaain occupied by men who have 
gone from the state to the west and 
south, and have not prospered. During 
the lest three years Mr. Eolfe has been 
traveling through the west and touth, 
which Las afforded him a chance to 
make a study of the circumstances and 
conditions of lurgo numbers of Kcw 
Hampshire men who have left tbe state, 
and emigrated to tbe west and south. 


He eajs: "I have found hundreds in 


almost every state I have \isited., and 
if I could tell you the tales of homesick- 
ness I have listened to it would create 
such a sympathy as would move the 
•shole stato to tears. These people have 
been lured from homes (and I use the 
word advisedly) where they were as- 
sured of comfort and good living to an 
uncertainty that is to them a veritable 
hell on ea'th. Their land one year is 
devastated by drought,the next by grass- 
hoppers, another by tornadoes. 
Then 


the price of gram is RO low that nothing 
is made, and the poor \v ife and mother 
makes the calico dress go another yeari 
and learns to sew a patch on the chil- 
dren's shoes as well as upon their 
clothes, while tbo husband and father 
looks at the febabby suit and overcoat, 
and says that he must make it do for 
acother year, for the interest is almost 
due on the mortgage the railroad holds, 
or some land shark of au agent who has 
spread his flaming prospectuses broad- 
cast throughout tha east.

Marceau's At>h«s in a Bank. 


The mortal remains of Maroeau, the 


youngest and most unsullied of the 
Revolutionary generals, might, one 
would have supposed, be regarded as 
quite safe, as they were transferred 
ten years ago with great pomp and 
ceremony to the Pantheon. It appears, 
however, that almost all that is left of 
the gallant soldier repcse«3 iu so un- 
usual a place or sepulcher as the strong 
room of the Credit Lyonnais. 
In 1804 


his tomb at Coblentz was violated, and 
his ashes for the most part were scat- 
tered to the winds. 
Bernadotle, who 


was at that time representing Napoleon 
on the Rhine, rescued a handful to 
send to the hero's sister, Emlra, then 
living with her husband at Treviglio, 
near Milan. 
She died in 1S34, but her 


family have piously preserved this 
precious relic in an alabaster vase 
bearing the inscription, "Hie cineres 
ubique nomen." 
It is this casket, 


which M. Sergent-M'arceau has brought 
from Italy a^nd intrusted to the safe 
keeping of the bank, pending us in- 
stallation in the Musec de 1'Armee Tt 
would appear that the affair of 1S89 
was a mere farce, got up as a sort of 
counterblast to the Bouhmgist move- 
ment, and 'that thfc dust garnered up 
in the Pantheon is not that of Mavceau. 


Du Maurler and the Sidewalk Artist. 


It is told of the late George Dn Maur- 


ier that he was once so moved with 
compassion at the miserable appear- 
ance of one of these men 'that he told 
him to go and get some hot soup, prom- 
ising to look after the "pitch" in the 
mean time. 
As socn as the man was 


gone Du Maurier rubbed out the con- 
ventional landscape and the soldiers 
and sailors, and drew a set of society 
pictures in white chalk. 
The money 


came in a.t a great rate, and when the 
man returned he had nearly a hatful 
to receive. 
He was grateful, but his 
professional pride was touched. "It's 
all very well," he said, "but you don't 
call this kind of thing art, do you?" 
And with a filthy rag he obliterated 
the masterly drawings in line. 
If the 
story is not literally true, there is truth 
in it. both as regards Mr. Du Maurier's 
kindness of heant and the pavement 
artist's point of view. 


Victims of T-iese Majeste. 


According to statistics which have 


just been published, 643 prosecutions 
for lese majeste, of which 457 resulted 
in condemnations, were conducted in 
the German courts in the year 1897. 
Of the parties found guilty 52 were 
sentenced to imprisonment for terms 
varying from one year upward and 259 
for periods of less than a year, but 
exceeding three months. 
The offense 


of lese majeste is extremely elastic, 
and the zeal with which local officials 
devote themselves to the task of lay- 
ing informations and urging on prose- 
cutions is vexatious and often ridicul- 
ous. 
It is very doubtful whether any 


of the -557 cases referred to above would 
Include any offense known to the Eng- 
lish law.

SIMPLE WAYS O'f KEEPING GARMENTS 


SWEET AND CLEAN. 


The Great Secret Is to Change Fre- 


quently and Ah.- Thoroughly—Adopt 
u System of Rotation. For Fabrics 
lujurable By Perspiration. 
How many women know how to pre- 
serve sweet and clean their summer 
dresses, shoes, corsets, and so on? Not 
uiuuy, I fancy? 


As soon as the corset is takeu off it 


should be sprinkled with peroxide of 
hydrogen aud allowed to lie In the sun 
and air for several hours. 
Ribbed 
corsets are more difficult to manage, 
but at no time should they be rolled 
up, nor flung in a heap into some tight 
shut drawer. 


There should be an alternation of 


corsets, to do away with the putting 
on of the same one each day, aud two 
or three inexpensive ones treated this 
way will help to make the summer 
endurable in spite of the sun. 


Shoes, If they are high, should, when 


taken off, be placed, inuera out, on 
the window sill or iu some breezy 
place to get the sun and air. The 
tops should be turned back, and the 
air allowed to circulate iu the crevices 
and into the soles as far as it possibly 
can. This will not only preserve the 
shape and contour of the shoe, but it 
will help to keep it from getting 
"leathery." 
Shoes are porous skin 


themselves and wonderfully suscepti- 
ble to iullueuces of climate and heat. 


Blouse waists should have the shieldi 


ripped out at once, after removing 
from the body, and they should be 
sponged with alcohol and water and 
huug iu the air to dry. The sleeves of 
the waist should be turned wrong side 
out and allowed to air at| some screen 
near a draught and not put on again 
for some days. 
| 


A system of rotation will be found 


convenient for such fabrics as are li- 
able to be hurt by the absorption of 
perspiration and should be sparingly 
treated ou particularly hot da'ys. 


A sprinkle of orris root in the lining 


of a dress, to be shaken out before the 
dross is worn again, will be found an 
excellent thing 


Ribbons should be rolled up immedi- 


ately when taken off tho neck and 
waist, and if treated this way will last 
a. great deal louger and look a great 
deal daintier. 


Care of the skirt Is most important. 


Skirts should have small loops sewed 
in uudor the rutnes, where the heels 
of the boots or slippers will not catch, 
aud they should be huug up upside 
down every night, or as soon as they 
are taken orf. If trimmed with long 
farthingale flounces, the flounces will 
have to be carefully pinned to the 
foundation and they will, by hanging 
twelve hours in tho opposite direction 
from which they are worn, regain 
some of their original freshness and 
charm.

Hats will retain their spruceuess and 


elegance if carefully placed In their 
own box, after blowing the chiffon aud 
his Inc. the feathers several times over 
the ttngers in the direction fliey are 
disposed to lean. The ribbons' shafts 
can al&o be straightened and the hat 
will he ready for u»e nt ouce. 


Hose should be tilled with crumpled 


tissue paper aud hung In pairs in the 
most excluded window to lef the air 
blow through them.

Kow Vehicle Wheel. 


The success of the bicycle and the 


automobile has led many inventors to 
attempt a resilient vehicle wheel, sim- 
pler than tlios<- In use.

Washington, July 25.— Great Britain 


has suddenly manifested a. disposition 
to continue the Alaskan boundary ne- 
gotiations, which seemed to be at the 
point of indefinite suspension. There. 
n-ns some surprise when the British 
charge, Mi'. Tower, resumed communi- 
cations with Secretary Hay on this 
subject. 


Presumably important "cables from 


London have been received at the Brit- 
ish Embassy since Sir Charles Tup- 
per aad Sir Wilfrid Laurier indulged 
in their "arbllratiou-or-would-liUe-war" 
talk at Ottawa on Saturday. There 
are indications that the Canadian blus- 
ter was not at all pleasing to the Brit- 
ish Government. Mr. Tower has re- 
ceived instructions to conduct negotia- 
tions on a new line. 


Months ago the United State's held 


out the possibility of ji treaty arrange- 
ment whereby Canada might be per- 
mitted to make commercial use of one 
of the Alaskan ports of the United 
States. It was not proposed to code a 
foot of ground at tidewater, or to con- 
fer the shadow of a title to the port. 
But this Goveriiimtnl inquiied if a 
treaty provision, whic.'h pcrmilted the 
Dominion to have a free enlry port for 
goods going Io or coming from Cana- 
dian territory, would be satisfactory. 


At that time Canada, through Great 


Britain, was striving for recognition 
which would ghc support to a claim 
for out-and-out possession of a harbor 
on the Lynn Canal. The Canadians 
liad their covetous eyes upon Pyramid 
Irirbpr. They would tio< consider such 
a proposition as port privileges with- 
out possession or title. Nothing came 
of the proposition except a counter 
proposition which was altogether dif- 
ferent lu principle. 


Canada proposed that Pyramid Har- 


bor be held in joint possession, with 
a neutral strip two miles wide extend- 
ing across American territory from the 
harbor to tin* Canadian boundary. 
The effect was to substitute joint own- 
ership for the American possession. 
With this concession granted, Canada 
expressed a willingness Jro arbitrate 
the disputed boundary.

to Put an End to the Conductor's 
Career—More Bloodshed Threaten- 
ed as a Result of Strike—Militia 
Preparing For Trouble.

tor of a boy who yelled "Scab!" at him 
aroused the residents of Orange street 
to fury, and threatens more bloodshed 
in retaliation than any other previous 
development of the strike. 


A lad of fitteeu, sou of a butcher 


named Cormveitz, cried "Scab" at the 
ugew of the, Big Consolidated car on 
Orange street. 


The conductor got off, chased the 


boy and finally shot him deud, the bul- 
let piercing lite forehead. 


Ralph P. Hawley, the conductor, was 


put under arrest. Orange street is the 
place where several children were kill- 
ed by cars before the strike. This 
tragedy has woiked its residents into 
ungovernable fury and police and mili- 
tia prepared for bloodshed in earnest. 


A crowd of l,OtX) persons, with a 


rope and the slogun "Lynch him," 
gathered at Orange and Cross? streets, 
llawley, the conductor, was taken to 
the Central police btutiou, guarded by 
an e.vtna Mjuad of police. 


The sccneh ot disorder Sunday and 


ye.slerday are being succeeded by 
marked quietness. Cars are running 
on at least a do/.en different lines of 
the Big Consolidated system. They, 
however, carry but few passengers, 
'Bus lines are in operation over many 
of the Big Consolidated lines, and 
these are well patronized. 


Later reports from those injured in 


the. Euclid avenue explosion show that 
they were hurt much wor.se than at 
first supposed.

starting Up of the plants. The smelter 
managers have called upon the old 
employes to return to work under the 
new schedule, and announce that un- 
less they do so at once, Kansas. Mis- 
souri. Illinois and other States will be 
called on to furnish men to operate the 
smelters. 


The Globe plant here and the trust 


plants at Pueblo and Leadville were 
fired up and the whistles were blown, 
calling the men to work. At the Globe 
plant here no response was made, the 
former employes, many of whom do 
not belong to the union, contenting 
themselves with standing idle outside 
the big fence that surrounds the plant. 
The managers say they have a list of 
over 100 men who are willing to work, 
but who say that they fear the ven- 
geance of the union men. In order to 
reassure them the smelter managers 
called on the Sheriff of this county and 
several deputies were sent to the smel- 
ter. In addition a goodly supply of 
private guai'ds have been emjjlo^ed. 
Despite this 'fact none of the ,men 
whom the managers say they have on 
their list came forward to work, and 
it is almost certain that the sinelters 
will remain idle until the managers ac- 
cede to the union's demands or import 
men. If they bring non-union men 
from other places serious trouble will 
follow, as the union men are in an 
ugly mood and very determined. A 
strike leader says that every effort to 
avoid violence will be made.

The authen- 
tic history of this famous Chabo Hiba 
dates from the middle of the twelfth 
century, the beginning of the Kama- 
kura period, when the art of gardening 
recehed u groat impulse at the hands 
of the Buddhist priests

Jiamfikura temples it was guarded 
with all the care that could possibly be 
given to it. 


Through the Shogun Regency and all 


the history-making times of Japan this 
plant was preserved as carefully as 
any heirloom could possibly be. A 
long time before the dOAvnfall of the 
Shogim one family of Tagaki of Tokio 
were appointed by the Shogun as gar- 
deners lu <:liafge oT /the garden .ofc-.the 
temple. 
At the downfall of the Sho- 


gun, about thirty-Three years ago, It 
passed into Mr. Tagaki's 
possession. 


The keight of tjijs marvelous tree is .a 
little over nix feet, the diameter of the 
trunk is about one foot—a graceful 
conical shape. 


A marvellous specimen was a crepe 


myrtle, 216 years old, and apparently 
the upright trunk was dead. In direct 
contradiction of this, however, are the 
vjirions branches that shoot'out in «11 
directions, and which are covered with 
leaves and Avill blossom and bloom 
bea.n,Ufully in the summ,er. tt is'so 
sensitive that if human fingers touch 
the trunk the whole ti ee quivers. Count 
Okuma. after much' persuasion, was 
induced to part With this beautiful 
specimen.

If a work 
of this sort be really meritorious, the 
Smithsonian Institution undertakes its 
publication, and to this arc due several 
of the mowt important and exhaustive 
works of the past half century. Tbc««*> 
works are given to certain public libra- 
ries and Individuals, and their value is 
known to all students of science. 


Among the libraries that have been 


boneflcla'ries of the Institution is one 
in a town In Massachusetts. This li- 
brary has a complete wt of Smithson- 
ian publications, and is the envy of 
many others on account of It. It be- 
came blessed with n new librarian not 
long ago. and he saw the long file of 
these donated books nnd regretted the 
shelf room. A reined v sucgnsted itself 
and the Smithsonian received a letter 
saying tunt this library needed space, 
and as it could not give shelfage to 
such a mass of literary rubbish it was 
hoped that the institution would take 
Jmck its useless trash.

The plants can be easily raised from 


oldest and always has been one of the 
most distinguished of insects. He 
was worshipped by the ancients and 
placed 
as a constellation in the 


heavens. 'The Philistines sacrificed to 
Beelzebub as god of Hies and the 
Cyreneuns to Aobor. The Greeks of- 
fered an ox every year to Zeus Apomy- 
ios in honor of the god of flies, aud the 
Romans sacrificed yearly lu tlie temple 
of Heracles Victor in ICorue. The Syri- 
ans, too, tried to appl«ase the trouble- 
some god. The Koran of the Mo- 
hametans promised that "all tliea shall 
perish except one, and that is the 
beefly." 


Despite their antiquity, flies are still 


something of a mystery, aud it was 
not until 1884 that Dr. .1. E. Uombout. 
a French entomologist, discovered and 
advocated the correct theory of how 
a housefly walks on a ceiling. Dr. 
Uombout proved that the fly clings to a 
smooth surface by capillary force, the 
molecular action between solid and, 
liquid substances. The insects' feet 
are covered with manj thousands of 
line hairs, each of which terminates 
in a bulb. Through these hairs runs 
a thin liquid that beeps through in a 
tiny drop at the end. When several 
thousands, of these drops have been 
fastened to a window pane or ceiling 
there is no difficulty at all for the fly 
to hang on and no difficulty for him 
to release himself instantaneously. 


This Is the theory of Itombout, ob- 


tained after some line calculations. 
A ouce popular idea Mas that the feet 
of the fly, being cup-shaped, enabled 
him through what Is called suction to 
cling to the ceiling. But Blackwell 
puts flies in a jjhisn caecum, Avhere 
they climed the sides as easily as in tlie 
open air. Hooke next tried to prove 
that the fluid the feet of the fly sent 
out was x-isc'ous, and held tho insect 
to the- surface like mucilage. This 
theory was exulodcd by Uombout, who 
proved that the lluid was not viscous 
And If It were, said he, it would be 
absurd to suppose that a fly, after 
resting in one position for an hour 
and giving the thick liquid time to 
harden, could release himself instan- 
taneously when alarmed. 


Then Roraboul sot about formulat- 


ing his own theory. He examined the 
tracks of flies on a window pauo, and 
the idea of capillary force impressed 
him. 
He dipped the oud of a hair 


in oil of olives and succeeded in sus- 
pending the hair from a clean glass 
pane. Water brought the same result 
as oil of olives. By a series of fine cal- 
culations Uombout found that a liy 
could walk upward on a vertical glass 
pane supporting an Increase over his 
own weight of .02 of a grain. He then 
weighed down tiles with papers at- 
tached to their backs and found by 
experiment that his reckoning was cor- 
rect. 


Uombout, in the course of his ex- 


periments, discovered other interest- 
ing things about the fly. Each of the 
two wings of the insect is provided 
with hairs on the under-sole that serve 
as a flue brush to clean the feet. When 
a fly rubs his legs he is not always 
washing his body, but is often remov- 
ing the dust particles from the hair 
in his feet that the fluid may run 
better. The feet must be kept clean 
or the fly cannot cling 10 a surface. 
He fluds it impossible to Avalk across 
a pane covered with dust, aud oily 
surfaces cause the liquid from his feet 
to run together, so that he is apt to slip. 


Under the wings of a fly is a pair of 


balancers, little tnreads that terminate 
each in an oval button. When the fly 
is on the wing these buttons expand 
and guldo the flight. A fly has no 
lungs, but breathes by spiracles or 
breathing pores that lie open all over 
his body and connect with an intricate 
system of air tubes. These spiracles 
are protected from the dust by net- 
works of line, filmy, fibres that look 
something like exquisite laee-work. 


The chief value of a fly lies in his 


scavenging 
qualities. Indeed 
some 


scientists say that without his assist- 
ance man would not be able to live in 
the temperate zone. The fly feeds on 
both ^iquids and solids. His mouth is 
shaped something like ,a pump. >and 
/he sips perspiration and saliva; his 
favorite foods, through fine and cun- 
ning tubes. Solids he reduces 
to 


liquids before he" swallows them by 
a process of secretion. He is a vo- 
racious eater, and'lives largely on the 
juices of decaying meat, fruit and 
vegetables. Linnaeus, the Swede, as- 
serted that three flies with their pro- 
geny could devour a dead horse as 
quickly as a lion could. It has been 
estimated by scientists that a fly can 
multiply ' himself 200 times every 
twenty-four hours. Each new-born fly 
becomes full grown in four or five 
days. 


Nature has provided Avell for the fly 


in his powers of flight and ability of 
escaping from danger. He is supplied 
with 7,000 separate eyes that never 
sleep and can' look either in front or 
behind. Each eye is separate and of 
peculiar construction, shaped IJke a 
hexagon. When alarmed the fly leaps 
swiftly from his resting place into the 
air, detaching bis legs Avith no appar- 
ent difficulty. , After the first bound he 
is generally out of danger, and resumes 
his leisurely flight. If he chooses, 
however, he can fly twenty-five or 
thirty feet in a second.

It is, therefore, only to 


tlie remains of musical instruments 
that w<» <-an look for the verification, of 
tho existence of :uivthing like music iu 
those times, and for the evidence of 
its gradual development. 


Musical instruments of percussion, 


like tlie drum, and iattic, are the most 
simple, and likely tlie llistto have been 
invented. The next in complexity :vre 
the wind Instruments, and third the 
string instruments. Tills accepted or- 
der of invent ion seems to be borne out 
liy the fact that savages often nave 
the drum or rattle alone, but ne\er tlie 
wind instrument alone or the string in- 
strument alone. If they have tlie wind 
instrument Uiey have the drum, and 
If they have the stringed Instrument 
they have the other two. This is true 
of the earliest musical instruments of 
both Europe and America, and there 
are indications that up to a certain 
stage the progress wns along similar 
lines and mainly in tlie same degree. 
Whether this was the result of some 
acquaintance of the prehistoric inhab- 
itants of tlie two continents and of 
communication between them it is im- 
possible to say. It is apparent, how- 
ever, that if such communion ever ex- 
isted it must have been brokep off at 
an early day, for we find that the so- 
called Old World far outstripped the 
so-called New. and that only the most 
primitive of musical instruments ex- 
isted here at the time of the discovery 
of America. 


The United States National Museum, 


in New York, possesses se\eral primi- 
tive, if not entirely prehistoric, musical 
Instruments from different pails of the 
country, some of them found buried in 
Hie ruins of the civilization that luite- 
clated the Indians; others collected 
from among the most primitive of 
those aboriginal tribes. The collection 
offers an interesting flelrt for the study 
of the beginning and progress of mus- 
ical development iu the Western World 
now embraced in the United States.
